CELLAK I>RAISAOE.-FOULISa OF WELLS.- 


OJJIVOS SENSE VENTILATION'. 


If the ground i.-j tit all inclined, even in 


wettest seasons, to be wet or springy, what- 
ever other precautions aro taken, a drain 
should bo laid all round the cellar inside of 
tho wall, nnd nt least R foot lower than its 
lowest bed-stone, and carried away to a free 
and sufficient 
outlet. 
This drain may bo 


made of gravel or broken stones, but ordi- 
nary laud drainage tile with open joints ia 
usually cheaper and always better, espe- 
cially as preventing the ingress of vermin. 
For the largest private house, the smallest- 
sized land-drain tile will be sufficient. 
If 


the soil is unduly wet, at any season, simi- 
lar drains should cross the cellar at inter- 
vals of not more than fifteen 
feet. 
All of 


these drains should ha>e'a Blight but con- 
tinuous fall toward the outlet, nnd should 
be securely covered by 
having 
earth well 


rammed over them, the whole cellar bottom 
being then 
coated with 
concrete. 
For 


small houses, -where eohhiVstones or gravel 
aro plenty, if the 
foundation rests on n 


layer of this porous 'material a foot or 
more deep, and if a good outlet be provided 
at the lowest point, the tile is not needful. 


The more insidious process- is that of tho 


gradual fouling of the sfijiii.porous earth 
lying between the source of the impurity 
and tho drinking-water well. In such cases 
tho exudation is usually quite or nearly con- 
stant: there i s uo opportunity for the air 
to restore the filteringpower of the soil.nnd 
it becomes saturated with impurity inch by 
inch, until, perhaps after a month or per- 
hapa after several years, the saturation 
reaches tho well: Mien every drop oozing in 
from 
this source carries with 
ifc 
its 


atom of filth. While the supply of water in 
the ground is copious, find while there is 
more or less circulation through the water 
veins, the foulness may be too much,di- 
luted to do harm: but in dry seasons, when 
the supply recedes to R depth of only a few 
feet at the bottom of the well, the contribu- 
tion of drain water continuing the same, 
the dose becomes sufliciout to produce its 
poisonous effect. 


The dangerous character of tho water of 


such wells is often manifested by no odor 
or taste of organic matter; tho chemical 
changes in this matter seem to have been 
carried so lar as to yield little more than 
vivifying nitrates to the water, their organ- 
ic character having entirely disappeared. 
Indeed, some of the most dangerous well- 
waters are especially sparkling and refresh- 
ing to the taste. 
But the chemical pro- 


cesses which have effected this change ap- 
pear to have had no effect on tho germs.of 
disease,—if germs they be,—which retain 
their injurious character to such a degree 
that the worst results have often come of 
the use of water that was especially spark- 
ling and pleasant as a beverage. 


The best practical statement I have met 


about ventilation was contained in the re- 
mark of a mining engineer in Pennsylva- 
nia: "Air 
is like a rope; you can pull it 


better than you can push it." 
^11 mechani- 


cal appliances for pushing air into n room 
or a house nre disappointing. 
What wo 


need to do is to pull out the vitiated air al- 
ready in the room; the 
fresh supply will 


take caro of itself if means for its admis- 
sion are provided. 


It has been usual fo withdraw the air 


through openings near tho ceiling, that is, 
to carry off tho 
warmer and therefore 


lighter portions, leaving the colder strata at 
the bottom of the room, 
with their gradual 


accumulation of cooled cai'bomo acid undis- 
turbed. 
Much the better plan would ba to 


draw this lower air out from n point near 
tho floor, allowing tho Tipper and warmer 
portions to descend nnd take its place. 


An open fire, with a largo chimuoy throat, 


is tho best ventilator for any room; the on a 
half or two thirds of the heat carried up tho 
chimney is the price paid for immunity 
from disease; and large though this seems 
from its daily draft oa the wood-pile-or tho 
coal-bin, it is trifling when compared with 
doctors' bills and with t!io loss of-strength 
and efficiency that invariably result from 
living in nnventilated ap^meuts.—[Col. 
Gcorgo E. Warintj in the October Atlantic.
